He says his rela- 
tions) with Pendleton are of ti moat friend- 
ly character. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Little Rock, Ayk., Jan. 8.— Sixteen pen- 
itentiary convicts, who have been employed 
in the mines at Coal Hill, in tills state, 
effected their escape on Wednesday. They 
tunnelled a distance of 35 feet. Two were 
captured but fourteon others made their 
escape. Bloodhounds and a posse of men 
are in purBuit. 

BALTii(oitE, Jan. 7.— Painter, Tongue & 
Oo., dealers in fancy dress goods, made a 
deed of trust this evening for tbo benefit of 
thoir creditors, A member of the firm 
stated to-night that tbo failure was caused 
by defalcation of the book-kcepor, Win. H, 
Kobo, who confesses to having misappro- 
priated §G5,000, but they bolievo his defal- 
cation will run ranch higher. The firm, 
having implicit confldocco inlto.se, entrust- 
ed him with the Arm's finances. The lia- 
blities are estimated at $75 000. 
• New Yoiik, Jan. 8. — The business failures 
throughout tbo country for the last Beven 
days wero 336, being the largest aggregate for 
any week since January, 1885. They have 
been exceptionally numerous in the south- 
em states, 

St. Louis, Jan. 7.— John Egglor. pro- 
prietor of Huims hall and saloon, is a 
victim of boycott instituted against him 
by the Knights of Labor, and uiileBB he 
can prevail upon the Knights to withdraw 
. the boycotting order he will have to with' 
draw from business. Egyler can get no 
one to rent his hall; can got few to pat- 
ronise his hall, and can get nobody to 
sell over his counter even if he had cus- 
tomers. Eggler refused to let the St. 
Louis street car drivers have hia hall for 
i ball just after the dynamite fiends tried 
to blow up several street cars loaded with 
women and children. As some of the 
dynamiters wore on the ball committee, 
Eggler thought tho ball not deserving of 
patronage. 

TONQUItf. 
Paris, Jan. 7- — General DeOourcy, 
commander of the French forces in Ton- 
quin, telegraphs the war office as follows: 
Daring the latter part of December the 
rebels destroyed the Catholic mission 
houses at Ughean, Annam, and killed the 
French missionary and five hundred native 
Christians. A column of French troops 
were sent in pursuit of the rebels; it over- 
took and routed them and captured their 
•arms and ammunition.

•He was a son of James A. Stevens, of 
Hobokeu, and a nephew of Engineer 
Stephens, inventor of the Slovens bat- 
tery. He was president of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad system in New Jer- 
sey, and had been connected with the 
Erie road. He whs one of the few ex- 
perts in canal engineering in the coun- 
try. It is said he had attempted sui- 
cide soveral times before.

AVENUES OF LABOR. 

Something will havo to be done, or 
more properly speaking perhaps, aorae- 
thiriR should be done to encourage what is 
oallud the dignity of labor — manual labor. 
There is 'an innate feeling which permeates 
the majority of all classes that labor with 
the hntidi is degrading mid a .thing to he 
avoided, if possible. The reason that 
many havo for avoiding it springs, as is 
I well known, from au incorrigible laziness, 
a natural indisposition toexertiou which 
proves fatal to' A thoir prosperity in any 
branch of life. Ofhers are swayed by the 
fact that they can^'rjj wear good clothes at 
their ocaujnitiou/,' that theyv art*- looked 
down upon by others better ciad, and that 
take it year in and year out "there is 
nothing in it," Thus it is tliat the sons 
of farmers with the benefits of education 
that their grandfathers or, mayhap, their 
fathers never had, grow up with the idea 
that they can do better tlian drudge along 
on the farm. Then getting thoroughly 
dis"co\itfcnted they como to the towns and 
cities und flood the channels of "genteel" 
employment, accepting such situations 
even- for less return than they could t;et 
from tilling land for themselves, and with 
not half tlio independence which that 
calling affords. Mechanics, also, frequent- 
ly foster the) idea that they will fit their 
boys for something "better" than 
what tbey themselves are engaged in, and 
when they cannot afford them to remain 
longor at school they get them a 
situation in a store or at a desk where 
there is in reality little or no field for im- 
proving prospocts;- and the orfly conso- 
lation these young men havo in after 
years, whon the time for learning a trade 
has passed away, is that they have kept 
"respectable" and that, perhaps, a day 
has novergone by that hus not seen their 
boots polished! Nor is this mistake con- 
fined to the rearing of the stronger sex; 
the sama spirit is too often manifested by 
parents in regard to the education of their 
daughters, Nu girl should be brought up 
in idleness— no matter how fsshionablo it 
may. If her position in life bo such 
that practical . knowledge of any kind is 
not incumbent upon her, that none the 
less indicates she should not possess' it; 
for the larger the sphere of ones useful- 
ness the greater the capacity for happi- 
ness. Parents , who have had, and 
perhaps still havo, to work for their liv- 
ing, hrive been heard to exclaim, "Our 
girl shall nBver soil her hands if we can 
help it"." What a mistake ! as if thoro 
was any disgrace in doing so; and how 
can they tell that their ill advised pride 
will not work incalculable hardship to 
their girl who may one day be deprived 
of them and thrown upon the world 
helpless ' and alone 1 Many a time 
has it been recognized that 
that J the servant maid with her 
fair wages has been far more independent 
than the family governess who has to keep 
up appearances upon u remuneration that 
will not warrant them. In older countries 
the effect of this desire for gontility is more 
plainly seen, though it is becoming suffici- 
ently apparent hero. At thepresout moment 
it is a matter of difficulty thereto get good re- 
spectable girls for domostio tsorvice, while at 
the same time thousands can be found to 
work for lem wnges in fnctorioB and stores, 
or as tailoresses, milliners or dress-makers. 
There is no objection to their being so em- 
ployed, nor to any young man being a shop- 
man, dry goods elerk, or book-keoper; but 
the general fault is, both on the part of 
young men and women, that the legitimate 
avenues of- labor, such as the farm and 
trades for the former, and domestic service 
for the latter, are looked upon as derogatory. 
The fault does not lie with increase of edu- 
cation, although with it some may imbibe 
false notions f proper prido, but rather to 
the mistaken sentiment of the general 
masses, who exhibit a strong disposition to 
look with disfavor upon tko rough hand, tho 
heavy boot, and tho leathern apron of labor, 
or tho white cap of tho domestic sorvant. 
Many a young man would do far better to 
take up a farm than aim at distinction, or 
even at a livelihood, in any of the profes- 
sions. Let it not be thought that ambition 
or a desire to riso in tho world 
is discouraged. Ambition is praiso- 
worthy and a stepping - stone to 
suci'-ess, but while tho world at large sees 
and hears of those who succeod, how 
many ire there, who mistaking their vo.a- 
tioh 'leave' what would have ensured them 
at least a stemdy though modest income to 
grasp vainly at what circumstances, if not 
lack of native ability, have denied them ? 
Of those who fail to make their mark — 
and they arj the majority — not very muoh 
is heard; but the disappointment to the 
individual, the non-fruition of his hopes 
and aims, the knowledge of a inis-spent 
life, are none the less bitter on that ac- 
count. Labor is honorable, and that of 
tilling the ' land which is sometimes 
. thought and spoken of as tho most lowly 
is in reality the most dignified and inde- 
pendent in the truest aotise of tho word. 
Moderate competence awaits tho energetic 
and intelligent farmer. The life is a ro- 
bust and healthy one and those who fol- 
low it are tho backbone of a country's 
prosperity, and to them all others, no 
matter what their calling, have to come. 
They are, so to speak, nature's brokers 
through whom the rest of us are compell- 
ed to purchase, and when the hardest of 
times prevail are more independent than 
anyone elso. There are many to day who 
could tell that if years ago they had taken 
up with farming instead of embarking in 
more promising but more precarious pur- 
suits, would have been far bettor off, 
would have saved themselves much men- 
tal worry and be, perhaps, enjoying more 
robust health than. now. When working- 
men are uryed to lift themselves lot them 
not think that cessation of manual labor 
is necessary to impart to them respecta- 
bility and worth. It has, rather, a dig- 
nity which will bo bettor recognized and 
appreciif.tod when the overcrowded chan- 
nels of lighter and supposedly moro 
genteel employment, no longer able to 
boar the strain, wili cause a revulsion in 
which those, who by use are inured to 
manual labor, will have the advantage. 
By all moans let each and everyone do- 
vote his energies in the direction which 
he or they imagine will be to the best ad- 
vantage, but not ignore the trades and 
other avenues of manual labor from an 
erroneous notion that they are demeaning 
or in any way derogatory to those enter- 
ing them.

Snow Blockade oh the Union 
Pa ci lie. 

The Festive Blizzard Holds a 
Carnival,. 

A Physician Murders His Whole 
Family. ' 

.Collapse of a Building and Loss 
of Life. 



COLORADO. 
Dinyeb, Jan. 8. — The blizzards in eastern 
Colorado, Kansas and Nebraska which sub- 
sided Wednesday and allowed the snow- 
blockade to be raised, was renewed lato on 
Wednesday night, demolishing telegraph 
wires for miles, refilling cuts on tho Santa 
Fo and Union Pacific roads with snow and 
sand to such an extent that all travel is 
compelled to suspend. Not a siuglo train 
left Omaha or Kansas City for Denver yes- 
terday. No trains havo arrived from tho 
oast or departed hence siuco Wednesday 
night, whon the temperature in Colorado 
fell fourteen degrees between midnight and 
fivo o'clock. Immense- herds of cattle have 
been driven from tho north by wiifds drift- 
ing the snow towards tho Arkansas river, 
where they will havo to stop, as the river is 
not frozen so they can cross. No great loss 
is expected unless the cold continues. To- 
day has been warm. Tho snow is melting, 
and the storm, it is thought has reached an 
end.

— This afternoon 
during a heavy snow storm the front and 
middle part of a large four story ware- 
house occupied by Forwood & Co. , Fra- 
bue & Co., and Baimfurtii «/ o'u., all cot- 
ton and commission merchants, fell sud- 
denly and overturning tho stove started a 
destructive fire. The building was filled 
with cotton, tobaccos, molasses and dry 
goods, and the flames spread all over the 
place instantly. There were eleven per- 
sons in tho building when it fell. Peter 
Perkins and A. Porter heard the crash 
and gave warning to seven men on the 
second floor who 'escaped by jumping 
from the back window on to a shed. 
Chas. Stamforth, colored porter, gave the 
alarm on the first floor and started for the 
front door. It is thought ho was killed 
by the falling walla. M. H. Wright, 
manager of the place, and J. P. Balni»- 
forth, one of the proprietors, were in the 
office, on the first floor, and started for 
the door, but it is bolievad they wore 
caught in the wreck.

JAPAN. 

San Fuancisco, Jan. 8. — Private advices 
from Yokohama state that solemn high 
mass wan celebrated at tho Catholic cathed- 
ral in memory of tho death of King Alfonso, 
All the dignitaries of the stnte and imperial 
household were proseut at tho ceremony.

To the Editor; — Perhaps yon will bo 
so kind as to put a small piece in your 
newspapor to let our friends know tho reas- 
on for Mr. Elliot putting Daniel and myself 
in prison. Our village had a native council 
for the last twenty years to make rules and 
.keep all right; and not very long ago tho 
council met, with some of our peoplo, when 
they agreed if any of them should buy at 
Bishop Ridley's store a fioe would bo paid 
by the offender. Well, ono girl did buy at 
the bishop's store, and was told sho must 
pay a flue of two and one-half dollars. The 
girl said "I did not buy for myself, but for 
another girl who asked me to buy for her, 
but I know that I do wrong and I pay the 
fiue." So two constables went with her to 
her house, she opened a box, took out a 
shawl and gave it to the constables, who 
took it as a line for the benefit of the vil- 
lage. Neither tho council nor the constables 
took tho hue by force. Although tho girl 
und her mother had agreed to the resolution 
of tho council, as well as to the payment of 
the ituo, yet some time after this tho girl 
was made to, or advised to take out a sum- 
mons against one of the council and myself. 
Mr. Elliott heard the case and sentenced 
Daniel, one of - ,l,he couucifc\and myself to 
threo months' imprisonment.'- 

1 am not ono of the council and nover 
was one, and had nothing to do with the 
resolution or the lino, but the girl swore 
thut I told some one who told her that I 
said she must go to prison if she did not 
pay a fine, and on that hearsay evidence 
Mr. Elliott sent mo to prison. If Daniel 
was gjailty of anything for which ho ought 
to be imprisoned tho wholo council of fifty 
ought to bo sent to prison also, as he did 
nothing more bhau tho other members of 
the council did. 

Judgo Gray has declared that wo were 
wrongfully . imprisoned, and here wo are 
away from homo losing our time and money 
and if it were not for sonic good friends wo 
would bo without food or shelter. And 
although we were put in prison and dragged 
from home in the middle of winter on a 
false chargo by an official of the govern- 
ment, still no official or government man 
has come near us or offered help, or food, 
or shelter, or to send us homo. If we were 
brought hero without good cause by the 
government, it is only right for tho govern- 
ment to send us home. Can you tell us, 
sir, who is to pay us for our shame, our 
loss of time and money. Wo understand, 
sir, that Judgo Gray did not hear our case, 
or what Mr. Elliott says wo did. We 
would liko tho judgo and peoplo of Victoria 
to hear our case, and understand that wo 
did nothing and did not break any law. Wo 
know that we got out of prison because of a 
hole in Mr. Elliott's law, and where therols 
u hole light comes through, and whore there 
is light truth and justice are, and I think, 
sir, and hope, Mr. Elliott will always have 
a hole In his law. 

I hope tho good friends of Motlakathla 
will know and' understand that wo have 
done no wrong, and that we would bo very 
sorry tc break tho law of our good QAeen, 
John Tait, Storekeeper. 

A Pew Practical Hints on the 
Care of Pianofortes JtVuilug 
the ISuiny Season. 

January 8th, 186(3, . 
To the Editor:— They rendition in which 
I fo uudthe majority of pianos during a 
recent tuning trip on the mainland is my 
reuson for encroaching upon your, valuable; 
space. A very slight inspection of tho 
materials necessarily usod in the Construc- 
tion is quite Sotliciout to convince ouu 
that dampness is a most serious anemy to 
a pianoforte, causing in somu instances an 
irreparable injury. It will perish tho beat 
of glue; the well seasoned wood expands 
and the action becomes almost useless, tho 
strings and tuning pins become oxidized, 
while ib.e toxture of the finest felt is altor- 
ed until it loses its original elasticity, 
thereby damaging tho tone of tho instru- 
ment beyond identity. To such an instru- 
ment a tuner is called; of course it only 
"requires tuning," but ho cannot in all 
cases conscientiously "ease" it by . me- 
chanical moans, for if he did, thoro would 
bo serious trouble the following summer. 
At the beginning of the present winter to 
several of my patrons in Victoria I gave 
the following advice with, so far, satisfao'. 
t>ry results: For upright piano, in a room 
where a tire is only lit occasionally, aa 
soon as tho room is comfortably warm, re- 
move the bottom door and raise the top, 
which will allow the warm dry air to pais 
up and through. Then, before the tem- 
perature of room is lowered, close the in- 
strument and put a rubbur or dry heavy 
woollen coyer over it; tho latter will 
absorb most of tho moisturo until tho fire 
is re lit, when tho process can be repeated; 
onco or twice a week will work wonders. 
With a square oc grand all that can be 
done is to raiao tho : top, being careful to 
close, it before , the j tiro becoraesj low. 
Never remove a damp piano or part of 
one suddenly from • a cold room to a hot 
one, as the wood is likely to warp or split 
by such treatment. Pianos not in con- 
stant use should .have tho keys exposed 
occasionally to prevent the ivory turning 
yellow. Hoping the above wili prove as 
intended — useful, Yours,

THE BLUSTERING BUZZARD.

Thirty Below Zero and a Tent- 
pot of Wind and Snow 
Flying. 

Telegraph Lines Down— Traf- 
fic Blocked— Railways 
Abandoned. 



(Exclusiva to The Colonlst.1 
Chicago, Jan. 8. —A blizzard is raging 
at present throughout Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Dakota and Minnesota 
and is declared to bo of the widost extent 
and more fierco in character than has 
been known before iu yoaw. All the 
western trains are behind time; many 
have beou snowod in and abandoned, and 
very little hope can bo learned concern- 
ing thorn or of tho effects of the storm 
owing to the blowing down of tho tele- 
graph poles and wires, and the stoppage 
of telegraph communication. The tem- 
perature throughout Dakota is slated to 
be from 20 to 40 below zero with a wild 
blizzard blowing. A tologratn from Fargo 
Bays the thormometer registered 27 de- 
grees below zoro at noon yesterday. It 
was described »s the roughest experience 
that city had yet had in tho way of boist- 
erous weather. Bismarck reported a high 
wind with the thermometer 35 ° below 
zero. A high wind is prevailing at Sioux 
city and the temperature is 20° 
below zero. Omaha registered 20 ° below 
zero. Telegraphic communication with 
Omaha has been cut off nearly all day. 
California telegrams were being sent by 
way of St. Paul and Norchern Pacific with 
only one wire working. A telegram from 
Den Moines, la , Bays tho cold wave con- 
tinues there with a high wind and drifting 
snow. All through trains west of there 
are blocked and the branch roads aro 
snowed under. Chicago and Burlingfon 
trains aro stuck fast in the drifts about 
fifteen miles south of Des Moines. The 
Wabash road, south from this city is bad- 
ly drifted. Fort Dodge and narrow 
guage roads have been abandoned. A 
snow storm prevailed throughout Illinois 
all day. The weather has not been very 
severe so far, but has been growing colder 
to-night. All ihe roads to Omaha aro re- 
ported practically blockaded in central 
lo wa.

Singular Drowning Incident. 

December 19th, by tho overturning of 
a canoo on tho Snohomish river, Mr. Peer 
and Mrs, Walter woro drowned; Daniel 
O'Neal, a brother of Mrs. Walter, and 
Mr. M. J. Hilloary getting ashore, tho 
latter only with tho help of O'Neal. It 
now seems that O'Neal was doomed to' be 
drowned, his escape at the time referred 
to putting off tho unfortunato oveut but a 
few days. Tho Eyo furnishes us with the 
account following of his drowning: 

New Year's eve, Mr. O'Neal was assist- 
ing tho steamer Little Eagle in hauling 
that craft ovor tho rifllo at tho Skykno- 
miuh "cut-off," which is one of the most 
dangerous points for navigation on tho 
river, noar his residenoe. In attempting 
to cross from tho tow-head to tho cut-off, 
the eddy swung tho stern up stream, and 
when the bow camo into the swift current 
the boat careened dangerously. Mr. 
O'Neal, who was standing on the bow, let 
tht. lino go; in doing so ho stepped into 
one of the coils of the line and was dragg- 
ed overboard. Tho boat drifted down 
stream several rods, those on board being 
powerless to render the struggling and 
drowning man any assistanco, and he soon 
sank from sight in the swift current. Mr. 
O'Neal was an expert swimmer and oould 
have easily swam ashoro had ho not been 
entangled in the line. It was almost dark 
when the accident occurred, and no effort 
was made to find the body until yesterday 
morning, when a number of tho neigh- 
bors, whom tho unfortunate young man 
had invited to enjoy the hospitality of 
himself and parents on New Year's day, 
assisted in the search. At about 2 p. m. 
yesterday, the body was fouud u fow foot 
from whore it sank, with the }iua closely 
knotted about tho legs. Mr. O'Neal was 
an industrious and exemplary young man 
aged about 32 years. His parents are al- 
most distracted on account of this afflic- 
tion — the second within two weeks. 

Iu the papur that the foregoing was 
taken from appeared a card' from the un- 
f .riunato young man, dated December 
28th, publicly thanking a number of 
neighbors for the kindness she wn him and 
his parents on tho occasion of the disaster 
of December 19th, ho not thinking at the 
time of its writing that his card and an 
account of his own drowning would ap- 
pear in the same paper.

Wero thoy 
to desert their rightful place at the temple 
of amusement and occupy promiscuous 
seats, both actors, actresses and audieuce 
•would feel that there was something lack- 
ing in tho house. By all means let the 
gontlemon who possess no capillary cover- 
ing retain their recognized placos without 
commout or dissent. 

There aro several very apparont nuisances 
at a theatro, howovor, and while sitting in a 
back soat in tho dress circle tho other night 
at the "Beggar Student, " a soribe of The 
Colonist was very painfully uiado aware of 
a number of people who would "never bo 
missed" if they would remain away. 

Tho first noted was immediately iu front 
of him — two ladies with highly arranged 
hair, surmounted with bonnets of outrage- 
ous proportions, trimmed with birds aud 
flowers. " Those precluded a view of the 
performers ou the stage, aud it was only by 
twiBting one's nook this way oud tho other 
that a view was obtained of the pretty 
scones, the ladies dodging around in an 
aggravating way. If thoy would leave their 
high hats at home and wear a wool fascinat- 
or of the beautiful shades that aro now 
made over their heads to tho opera they 
would looi more attractive themselves and 
confer a boon on an exasperated back seat 
audience. 

This was not the worst grievance, how- 
ever. There are some people in this 
world who imagine that life is altogether 
of a duration too brief to furnish them 
with sufficient opportunities of tolling 
their friends all thoy know. Heaven only 
knows if the wisdom of their speech was 
considered in tho matter of talking thoy 
would be for over quiet. There wero 
some of these intolerable peats in tho im - 
mediate neighborhood, and during tho 
finer parts of the performance, when 
everyone with a soul for music was strain- 
ing his ears to catch tho charm of the 
sweet sounds, they would break out with 
Borne loud remark more than sufficient to 
destroy tho harmony of the «ong and the 
temppr of listeners. They certainly would 
gladly "be missed." , 

These are two of the greatest nuisances 
that a lover of theatro or opera has to con- 
tend with, but there are others. There 
is the man who mutt go out between 
every act for cloves ((), brushing past 
those who have enough common sense 
and decency to remain in their chairs, 
tramping on their corns, and, perhaps, 
leering at the ladies. They invariably 
tako a centre seat so that thoy can create 
as much trouble as possible, probably ro- 
turning. after the ourtain his been rung 
up on the next aot. 

Then there are the various exasperat- 
ing noises mado by tho "gods." In woll 
regulated theatres should such hideous 
sounds as thoso made during the season 
of opera hero be heard, the offenders 
would be immediately escorted to the 
door and shoved out by a policeman. 
This is a nuisance that is oustly overcome 
by a little discretion on the part of the 
police stationed in tho gallery. 

Also in tho "gods" thoro is tho danger- 
ous nuisance of boys and men smoking 
cigars and cigarettes filling tho house with 
offensive odors and smoke, and generally 
rendering foul the atmosphere. This 
practice should bo at onco prohibited and 
its prohibition Btrictly observed. 

There is tho individual who cannot wait 
till tho Onish of a song beforo applauding; 
there is the noodle who will per.-ist during 
the progroBS of a play in tolling all ho knows 
about it to his neighbors, or anticipating 
scenes; there is the usher who will take 
the longest way to get to a seat or who 
will place people in wrong seats; there is 
the awful crying baby who "should always 
bo loft at homo. Thoro are a variety of 
other nuisances which the regular theatro 
goer can roadily recall, but tho above aro 
some which might easily be oblilerated 
by a little consideration exercised by tho 
offending individuals. Thuatre and con- 
cert etiquette should certainly be bettor 
obaorvod in Viotoria than it is at present.

The Damage Done by Them 
Atljtulge<! st Peril ol the 
Sea. 

IPhlUdolphla North AmVricm,] 

A commercial case of much interest to 
shippers has beou decided iu the English 
high court o( Justice. Messrs. l'andorf & 
Co., rico merchants of Miucinpr Lane, Lon- 
don, sued Messrs. Hamilton, Frasor & Co., 
ship owners, claiming §50,000 for damago 
done to a cargo of rice from Burmah. Dur- 
ing the voyage a hole w.vs made iu tho ves- 
sel by a rut or rats and water entered the 
ship and damaged tho cargo. The plaintiffs 
maintained uegligenco on the part of tho 
defendants. At the trial the jury fouud tho 
rats did not go on board with the riee and 
that tho defendants usod reasonable precau- 
tions to keep down the rats. 

The question argued before Lord Jus- 
tice L ipes was whether the damage 
caused by the rats camo within tho ordi- 
nary exceptions of tho bill of lading, and 
whether the damage was caused by a peril 
of the sea. In that aense Mr. Cohr, Q 
0., argued that the defendants in their 
position as comtnoti carriers were liable 
for negligence, and except so fur as the 
liability was altered by expreBS contract, 
the shipowner could only excuse himself 
by saying that tho damage arose from 
perils of the sou, by the aot of Uod or 
through the Q teen's enemies, and the 
oaBes quoted showed that damago done 
by tha rats' was not a peri! peculiar to 
navigation. 

Mr. Biugham submitted, on behalf of the 
defendants, that where there wasno human 
contributory negligence, the cause oome 
under tho head of perils of tho sea. The 
ship started iu a proper condition, as far as 
vermin was concerned, and everything that 
foresight could do was done to keep tho ver- 
min down. He instanood tho easo of a 
Bwordflsh driving its sword into a ship and 
causing a leak, and suid there was at Liver- 
pool a curiosity consisting of a plauk of u 
ship with tho swoyd of a swordfish driven 
through it. 

Lord Justice Lop'ss— You say a rat inside 
is equivalent to a swoidlish outsido? 

Mr. Bingham — Yes. 

Lord Justice Lopos, who had previously 
suggested the case might be described as 
"acuttliug by rats," said: "I oanuot ac- 
cept tiie view that the Bfiip was unsea- 
worthy because she might have a rat on 
board. Few ahipa are without rata on 
board." And he cnnoluded that the dam- 
age oamo under the head of aoa damage 
not due to any fault of the defendants, 
and gave judgment for them accordingly, 
but bU><\ tlvn oxooutiou with tho view of 
an appeal. 

It was suggested by a Queen's counsel 
that a special clause in bills of lading as 
to rata would be useful, and he added, 
quoting tho old adage: "Tho presence 
of rats on board a ship is prima fsoie 
ovidence of her seaworthiness."

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THEY GOT WRONG TICKETS, 

Terrible AVork Done by Two 
misdirected Art Critics. 

(Boston Musical Herald) 

A terrible mistake recently occurred 
in one of our moat critical journals, 
which illustrates the danger of mixing 
up reviews of different art subjects, 
and the manner in which different 
branches of culture can be confounded.

Signor Sulli- 
van's touch was a trifle heavy, and he 
seemed much addicted to forearm ac- 
tion. His performance was, neverthe- 
less, a Btriking one and hud much pow- 
er. A great many "rounds" were upon 
the programme, and' we are all glad to 
see this old English style of composi- 
tion coming into favor again." 

The art critic of sparring was at first 
a trifle uneasv when he saw that he 
hud strayed into a ' musical soiree; but 
he soon found that his knowledge came 
readily into play, and gave the paper 
the following account: 

"Piano . Slugging Extraordinary. — 
Apollo Orpheus Hall was crowded with 
a lively audience last night to see Rafe 
Josephee knock out a piano in four 
rounda Betting on the event was not 
very lively, and an offer of two to-- one 
on the-piano found no. takers. Precise: 
ly at 8 o'clock the master of ceremonies 
started the proceedings .with an or- 
chestral prelude; hut this only added 
to the interest attaching to tho main 
event.

Such heavy pounding has rarely 
been seen in any exhibition. 'The com- 
bat was so evidently in Rate's favor 
that we did not stay to Hee the close.

■V^HEREAS IT IS NECESSARY TO MAKE 
* " provision for tho Election of the Mnyor and 
Councillors of tho City of Victoria for the year 1886; 

AND WHEREAS tho Council of the said City con- 
sists of a Mayor and ulno Councillors, namely,— three 
Councillors for Johnson Street Ward, three Coun- 
cillors for Yates Street Ward, and threo Councillors 
for James Bay Ward; 

BE IT THEIIEFOUE ENACTED by the Counr.il of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria aa follows:— 

1. The nomination of Candidates for the respec- 
tive otlloes of Maiorand Councillors of the City of 
Victoria shall take placo at the City Council Cham- 
ber), Pandora streot, in tho Bald City, on Monday, 
tho Eleventh day of January, 1880, from noon to 2 
o'clock In the afternoon , 

2. In case n poll shall bo detuandod at the electlou 
of Mayor, tho voto of the olectore thereon shall be 
taken by ballot at the City Council Chambora afore- 
said, on Thutaday, tho Fourteenth day of January, 
aforesaid.
